The Rejection of Claims l-10"under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Oats 
'5 13 (U.S, Patent No. 4,926,5 13) in view of Heppner (U.S. 4,212,217) in further view of Van 
Wagner (U.S. Patent No. 1,891 629) . . is obviated by entry of the enclosed amended claim 
section. The amendments add the limitation that the sanitary material be placed in "at least 
partial contact with the floor". This limitation is not disclosed by any of the art currently of 
record in this case. Further this feature gives the *foot frame" the advantage of being usable in 
circumstances where the art of record could not be used: Namely in an application where users 
are required to walk onto and oflF of the "foot frame".
